ex tension of the Lutheran. 
This Board 
has for its object the securing of lots for 
church sites at points where churches 
are to be organized also to assist weak 
congregations, ami especially missions, 
to build by donating or loaning them 
money . 
Sev eral of the ministers present were 
called upon to make five minutespeeebes 
Rev J . B. Helwig, D P., of Springfield, 
Ohio, spoke on the importance of start 
Ing many points in the larger cities, a-, 
the cities were controlling the country 
Rev s H A Oil, of Freeport, ai d W. II 
Polbeer, of Fairv iew, Ind , spoke on the 
good resulting from contributing to this 
work; and Rev , G. W tiny der, of Council 
Bluff*. Iowa, spoke of the wisdom of 
congrega tions needing help to ask from 
the Board as small an amouut as p o s 
sible. 
The General Secretary , Rev . W 
H 
Weber, then made the principal address 
He is a y oung man full of enthusiasm in 
his work and well acquainted with all its 
details. 
Being a pleasant speaker he at 
once had the interest and sy mpathy ot 
his audience. 
lie ex pressed gratitude 
for the r e m a r k s made by Ids ministerial 
brethren, and rejoiced in the manifest in 
terest of the work he represented 
He 
showed the difference between the Home 
Mission and the church ex tension work; 
how the former alwa y s designates the 
point, establishes the mission and ap­ 
points the missionary , while the latter 
sees to the securing of church property . 
The two work in harmony side by side. 
He readily demonstrated the futility of 
growth as long as a new congregation 
had no place of their own to worship in. 
Many of the congregations commenced 
to hold serv ices in peculiar places; one, 
that he stated in Baltimore, commenced 
in a dance house. 
Another there, that 
has now a Sunday school of ov er 2,000 
scholars, commenced in a 
blacksmith 
shop. 
One in the west they started in a 
hay loft, and just a few weeks ago one 
was started by holding serv ices in a eel 
lar. 
In all these eases no other places 
were to he had; and these places could 
be secured only temporarily , so that the 
worshippers would be driv en from place 
to place until a permanent spot could be 
secured and there would tie no growth 
until that could lie accomplished, and in 
many cases it was impossible for the con 
gregation alone to do that, and thus 
would remain undone unless some one 
would come to their help 
Ibis is the 
peculiar mission of the board of church 
ex tension. 
The speaker then showed 
the great Held for work of that kind in 
the sta lling of English Lutheran church­ 
es, 
Referring to Baltimore, where there 
are so many German Lutherans, he said 
that the y oung would not remain with 
the German church. 
To prov e this he 
v isited the pastors of the Methodist, 
Presby terian, 
Baptist 
and 
Episcopal 
churches, who informed him that the mu 
jority of their members 
were 
those 
brought up in the German 
Lutheran 
church 
But they did not secure near 
all and no one could secure them but the 
English Lutheran church. 
The truth of 
this he also set forth 
He ex pla ined the 
plans of the Board in loaning and donat 
ing money , 
and said that 
they hav e 
prov ed so effectual that the hoards of 
four other large denominations hav e sent 
for them and adopted them 
The a d­ 
dress made a deep impression upon all, 
of the great importance of the woik of 
church • x tension. 
The great feature of th< afternoon was 
the h elure of Rev , J . B Helwig, 1) 
D , 
of Springfield, Ohio, on “ Sunday and the 
Saloon 
He has a gla nd commanding 
presence and a manner of address that is 
at once impressiv e and conv incing 
His 
words are forcible* of themselv es, but hi« 
w< nderful 
personality 
add* 
v astly to 
their power 
He commenced with the 
statement, * If righteousness ca nnot ex 
alt a nation a special day must tie i t 
apart to teach that righteousness that 
cannot be done on the working day s of 
the week. 
There nev er could hav e been 
the thousand million benighted pagans 
that now a re, had the true God not been 
forgotten, and he could not hav e been 
forgotten had the Sabbath day been re­ 
membered.
